The search 
for, and tbe development of gold mines 
is being prosecuted all over the West 
from Alaska to Central America, to a 
degree not befure known since the era 
succeeding '49.

What is needed in Nevada is a sort 


of incorporated bureau of publicity, 
promotion and development ot the 
mining interests of the State. Such a 
bureau should be a stock company. The 
enterprising people of the S.tate wb.3 
are able should become stockholders; 
for example the stock might be placed 
at $10 per share, $2 50 payable-when 
the company is organized, and fifty 
cents per month thereafter; tbe object 
being to make it a popular organiza- 
tion and the amount of money invested 
by each one so small as not tp consti- 
tute a burden. 


The practical work of the organiza- 


tion would tie to develop, expert and 
put upon the marks*- tbV mints of the 
State; also to put itself iu communica- 
tion with the buyers of mines the 
world over.
